Gentlemen: 


ie deem it a great privilege to submit this as the Annual Report of 
a eee rendered and the work done in our Division of the Educational 
undation, As your Executive Secretary, I am more and more im- 
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pressed with the value and magnitude of the service rendered and 
increasingly surprised to find such slight attention given to the greatness 
of the work. iy 

In the 1940 official review for the Grand Encampment, R.’.E. .Sir 
John P. Mullan, Official Reviewer, selects from the address of the 
M.’.E.’.Grand Master Agnew this statement, ‘‘No fraternal organiza- 
tion can long exist without a serious objective.’? Such an objective was 
launched in 1922 at the Triennial at New Orleans, which is now known 
as the Educational Foundation with grand total of assets at the close 
of 1938, of $4,473,429.61; financial assistance has been rendered to 
40,000 young people. It would seem from such figures that we not only 
had a ‘serious objective’? but one worthy of enthusiastic attention on 
the part of every individual Sir Knight. 

We are generous to our student applicants and risk a large sum of 
money in them. It is interesting to note that in the great majority of 
eases the risk is well taken and repayment of sums loaned is made. This 
is a healthy and hopeful sign, giving confidence in the integrity of 
youth and assuring the future of upright and honest men and women 
Who will conduct and govern affairs. A review of the various jurisdic- 
tions shows the same condition existing. This increases our sense of 
value in the service undertaken and makes the service more than an 
adventure, worthy of more than passing notice. If the establishment of 
a large fund is the ‘‘serious objective’’ of the Educational Foundation 
that would be one thing which is fairly well accomplished, but such is 
not the ease; it is to serve our country in helping to educate our youth 
for better citizenship. In such an aim personal integrity plays a large 
and needed part. We are vitally interested in such service and are 
glad to extend our trust in youth and render such service. 

Compared with the enormous figures our eyes are accustomed to see 
in governmental expenditure, our amounts may seem a mere bagatelle, 
but we have successfully done our part, having since the beginning 
served 1348 young people with loans amounting to $426,048.72, to 
which should be added later applications received since January 1, 1940. 
This, we consider worthy of serious attention.

It was an inspiring sight 
and certainly impressed the public that we are a Christian 
organization with a real mission for our guide.

July 16-21, 1940 


In the regular order of events the highest honor in the gift 
of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar in the United 
States of America will come to this Grand J urisdiction, (and 
all New England will share in its glory) in the election of our 
own Past Grand Commander R.’.E.’.Sir Harry G. Pollard as 
Most Eminent Grand Master on Thursday, July 20, 1940. 

Obviously it will be a long time before such an honor will 
again come to us. Hence, not only should each one of us con- 
sider it his duty but also a pleasure to participate in the great 
parade and receive a salute from our incoming M.’.E.".Grand 
Master thereby demonstrating to the other Grand Jurisdic- 
tions not only our pleasure in the election but our loyalty to, 
love for, and support of one who has through years of Templar 
service earned this honorable distinction. 


The publicity given throughout the whole year in our Com- 
mandery monthly notices and by the spoken word, should re- 
sult in a large attendance of Sir Knights and their ladies from 
this Jurisdiction. Your Grand Commander appointed R.".E.”. 
Sir Charles F. White as director of publicity and as expected 
he has done a wonderfully good piece of work in this direction 
and I take pleasure in expressing my appreciation for the 
splendid service he has rendered. 

_Two trips have been planned, one to and from Cleveland 
direct, and two known as the official trip via Muskoka Lake. 
You are to decide just how you will travel. Some will go by 
the official train which leaves Boston on Sunday, July 16; 
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some will go by automobile; some by bus. It is important to 
secure hotel accommodations before starting and by making 
application through Grand Headquarters office we will be 
pleased to make such arrangement as you may desire. Reserva- 
tions should be made on or before June 15. 


While there will be all sorts of entertainment furnished for 
your enjoyment, the outstanding event so far as this Juris- 
diction is concerned, will be a typical New England breakfast 
given to all members of the Grand Encampment and to which 
a special invitation will be extended to every Sir Knight and 
his lady from New England. This breakfast will be held in 
Masonie Temple on Wednesday, July 19 at 8:00 A.M. 


Be sure and take your ladies along with you and spend a 
part of your vacation with your friends and Sir Knights. 
The Triennial Committee has appointed several sub-commit- 
tees and every Past Grand Commander is on some committee. 

The official trip will be handled by E.*.Sir Walter H. Woods, 
Tourist Agent, Past Commander of Joseph Warren Com- 
mandery, which insures first class service in every particular. 


OUTSTANDING DUES 


This problem has been dealt with in many ways and there 
appears to be a divided opinion as to how it ean best be solved. 
Each Commandery has its own method of handling this im- 
portant problem but usually it is left to the Recorder, some of 
whom follow collections closely while others let them drift 
until a member is far behind and is finally suspended for 
N.P.D. and in these instances injustices to the member as 
well as to the Commandery are very likely to creep in. This all 
important question is being studied by Grand Commandery 
with the hope that some workable plan may be devised to help 
all concerned. 


Three cents a day means $10.95 in a year which is more than 
the average annual dues of each Commandery and it is sug- 
gested that we all save our pennies daily for this purpose. As 
a matter of fact many organizations are using a bean pot for 
penny collections (churches and philanthropic bodies for in- 
stance). We read every once in a while in the newspapers of 
instances where worthy objects are attained through none else 
than penny collections—only recently we read of a boy in Bos- 
ton who saved his pennies for three months, depriving himself 
of many little luxuries, for the purpose of paying for a license 
for his pal, his dog. He made up his mind to do it and won. 

We know of one Commandery which is following this plan 
among its delinquents with notable success and only within 
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two weeks one Sir Knight brought to the Recorder $14.00 in 
pennies to apply to his arrearage. We know of a movement 
where a thousand bean pots were distributed to members of 
an organization asking that pennies be deposited in them, the 
contents to be applied in paying off the mortgage on their 
building and over $1100.00 was realized by this method. It is 
confidently believed that another year will show greater re- 
turns. 

Now, by this same token, it is suggested that every Com- 
mander send a letter to each member in arrears suggesting that 
three (3) cents per day be deposited in a bean pot, the pro- 
ceeds to be used for payment of dues, and if consistent a let- 
ter each month be sent encouraging a continuance of such de- 
posit thereby helping to retain his membership in good stand- 
ing. 

It is well to bear in mind these things :— 


1. When a member is in arrears he seldom attends the Con- 
claves. 


2. He will not ask any of his Chapter friends to sign a 
petition. 

3. He will be indifferent towards the success of his Com- 
mandery and in some instances will talk against it. 

It is the hope of the Grand Commander that a strong effort 
will be made among the Constituent Commanderies to materi- 
ally reduce the outstanding dues previous to August 31, 1940. 

In conclusion it is up to us to do all within our power to help 
our members help themselves, thus let us start in each of our 
Commanderies a ‘‘Bean Pot Parade’’, among our delinquent 
members and continue it until such time as the wisdom of 
future ages shall find something more practical.

Many meetings of the Committee on Inspections and Tacties 
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have been held since the Annual Conclave of Grand Com- 
mandery. Work on the compilation of the new Tactics Book is 
progressing satisfactorily. What few changes that have al- 
ready been adopted have been given to the Constituent Com- 
manderies through their Division Commanders. 

Your Committee conceived, sponsored and presented at the 
Lowell Masonic Temple on March 30, 1940, an exemplification 
of the Order of the Temple. This was under the immediate 
directorship of R.’.E.’.Sir George T. Everett and’ the team 
was composed of a group of Eminent Sirs and Sir Knights 
picked from various Commanderies after compiling the re- 
sults of a questionnaire submitted to all the Grand Officers and 
members of the Inspector Instructors Department. 

Assistance was given Boston Commandery No. 2 on the or- 
ganization and tacties for their Church Parade in which nine- 
teen Commanderies participated as units.

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Here his notes end, but he presided at the Semi-Annual 
meeting of our Grand Commandery at Providence, R. I, on 
Wednesday, May 15, then to enter the hospital on May 17 for 
his last illness. 


Although Section 3 of Article 8 of our Grand Constitution 
provides that in the event of the physical incompetency of the 
Grand Commander, the Deputy Grand Commander shall act 
as Grand Commander, I believed that the Past Grand Com- 
manders should decide when such a condition existed. There- 
fore, that a precedent might be established I authorized Right 
Eminent Sir George T. Everett to call a meeting of the Past 
Grand Commanders at headquarters on Tuesday, June 4, 1940 
at three o’clock in the afternoon. 


At that meeting it was the unanimous opinion of the Past 
Grand Commanders present that the Very Eminent Deputy 
Grand Commander take over the duties which our Grand Com- 
mander had to so unfortunately relinquish. 


My first important duty was to take up the many details in 
preparation for the Triennial Conclave. Several sub-commit- 
tees which had previously been appointed by Right Eminent 
Sir Stewart gave me their full cooperation, and although it 
was necessary that I make three trips to Cleveland in prep- 
aration for the New England Breakfast, the day of our de- 
parture found all plans completed and all preparations made. 


TRIENNIAL 


The 41st Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment of 
the United States of America was held in the city of Cleveland, 
Ohio, from July 15 to July 18. Under perfect weather through- 
out the time, it will long be remembered as a most successful 
and pleasant Conclave. 


Special trains carrying the members of our own jurisdiction 
ag well as those of all the other jurisdictions of the New Eng- 
land States arrived in Cleveland on Monday morning, and we 
were accorded a warm reception at the station by none other 
than our own Harry G. Pollard accompanied by other distin- 
guished Knights of the Reception Committee. 


The morning was well taken up in registering and receiving 
the invitations and tickets for the varied program which was 
to follow, and to some of us it was the beginning of very ardu- 
ous undertakings. To those more fortunate, sight-seeing trips 
were taken in the afternoon, and the evening well spent by a 
concert in the Auditorium. 
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Many Sir Knights journeyed to Cleveland by various other 
means of transportation, and by Tuesday morning New Eng- 
land was very well represented. 


_ Finer weather could not have been asked for than that 
which we had on the morning of Tuesday, the day of the big 
parade, not too hot—not too cold—and a beautiful breeze. 
Euclid Avenue was profusely decorated with banners, the 
curbs lined with people, and the windows of the buildings filled 
with cheering throngs that sprinkled confetti along the entire 
line of march. 


Tt was estimated that nearly one hundred thousand people 
viewed the parade, which took about three hours to pass a 
given point. Twelve thousand Knights Templar in their col- 
orful regalia and banners from every State in the Union, our 
insular possessions, Shanghai, China, and our guests from 
Canada marched to the martial music of the bands. 


Twenty-six Commanderies of Massachusetts and Rhode Is- 
land were represented in the parade, comprising seventy-five 
Sir Knights divided as follows: 


9 Grand Commandery Officers 
5 Past Grand Commanders 

18 Commandery Officers 

11 Past Commanders 

82 Sir Knights 


ne the right of line of all Grand Commanderies, these 
oe Knights, with those of the other Grand Commanderies of 
New England, made a very impressive appearance, and re- 
ceived a fine ovation throughout the entire line of march. 


The review was held in the Baseball Stadium, where ample 
Seating was provided for those who accompanied us, and 
which resounded with cheers and clapping as each individual 
state passed in review of the Deputy Grand Master, Right 
Eminent Sir Harry G. Pollard. A competitive drill that eve- 
ning by drill teams of various Commanderies of the different 
states was followed by the Grand Ball at the Auditorium; a 
spectacular sight, one never to be forgotten, and an inspira- 
tion to every Knight Templar present. 


, Wednesday morning belonged to New England. At eight 
o’clock nearly one thousand invited guests, officers of the 
Grand Encampment, officers of the various Grand Comman- 
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deries of the United States, and their ladies, sat down to a 
New England Breakfast composed of the following menu:

Thursday morning, the third day of the session of the Grand 
Encampment, was the important one for all of New England, 
for on that morning we had the pleasure of electing to the 
highest office in Templar Masonry our own Past Grand Com- 
mander, Sir Knight Harry Gilmore Pollard, as Most Eminent 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar 
of the United States of America. 


Knightly courtesies were extended to all Sir Knights and 
their ladies from our headquarters room in the Hotel Cleve- 
land by a corps of our Sir Knights under the direction of 
Right Eminent Sir William S. Hamilton, Chairman of Head- 
quarters. 
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A farewell dinner was given on Thursday night to our new 
Grand Master, Sir Knight Harry Gilmore Pollard. This din- 
ner was under the able direction of Right Eminent Sirs White 
and Downing, and was a most fitting climax to a few days so 
full of activity, fellowship and accomplishments: then to de- 
part, some to our homes, others to continue on the pilgrimage 
of the Grand Commanderies of New England to Toronto and 
north into the Muskoka Lakes region of Canada for an enjoy- 
able weekend rest.

A like call will be made by the Constituent Commanderies 
to their membership for relief this coming Christmas, and 
we would suggest that each of you Sir Knights become inter- 
ested and take the message back to your Commandery and 
urge, with enthusiasm, each Sir Knight to contribute to the 
call.

CHURCH SERVICES 


It is very gratifying to note that nearly all of our fifty-two 
Commanderies attended Church Services in a body during the 
past year, many of them holding joint services in the near-by 
cities. Particularly outstanding were those held in Boston and 
Northampton, Massachusetts. 

At the parade in Boston eighteen Commanderies were rep- 
resented, six hundred and sixty-one Sir Knights in line, with 
several bands, including the Shrine Band of Aleppo Temple. 
After the church services refreshments were served at the 
Copley Plaza Hotel directly opposite, and nearly thirteen 
hundred Sir Knights and their ladies participated. 

Too much emphasis cannot be placed upon the fact that in 
the eyes of the world, as Christian gentlemen, we owe to our 
Order as well as to our own moral and spiritual lives, a duty 
to attend Church at least once a year. 

I would like to see the first five or six officers of every con- 
stituent Commandery in our jurisdiction attend Church in a 
body at least once a month. It could be planned to meet in the 
vestry or vestibule of the Church and quietly march down 
the aisle to seats, which every church would be happy to re- 
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serve for you. Full Templar uniforms, without swords, and 
if desired without chapeau, should be worn. If any other Sir 
Knights desire to join, they should be welcomed and encour- 
aged. Different churches, particularly those of the officers, 
should be attended. 

In my opinion, this quiet display of our faith and principles 
would have a strong influence on many men in ereating a 
desire to associate with an order consecrated to the Christian 
religion. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recommend that a committee, composed of three or more 
Sir Knights, be appointed to be known as the 


Entertainment Resource Committee 


It will be their duty to gather and record certain forms of 
entertainment; such as lectures, speakers, and movies of an 
educational, industrial or travel nature, with the cost and 
expenses of each, if any; and to make all necessary arrange 
ments for the Commandery desiring to use them. 

This committee will be at the service of all Commanderies 
of our Jurisdiction, and if a Commandery desires entertain- 
ment, they may call upon them to furnish it, advising the 
amount that they can spend for fees, expenses, etc., and the 
number they expect to entertain. There will be some features 
available at no cost whatever, providing the gathering is large 
enough. 

This should enable Commanderies to provide many interest- 
ing evenings for their members after a short meeting of their 
Commandery. 

There are several distinguished Masons who have offered 
their services as speakers, and many industrial and railroad 
organizations who are pleased to show their movie films to 
fair sized groups. 

Many of our Commanderies in the past have carried on 
their notices the words ‘‘No Work’’. This information is any- 
thing but an invitation to the Sir Knights to attend the 
meeting. I recommend this statement be omitted in all notices 
of Commandery Conclaves in the future. 

Is it of interest to continually read on notices that some 
Sir Knights have not paid their dues? I believe that. the col- 
lection of dues is a duty for the Recorder or a committee ap- 
pointed for the purpose. I recommend that dunning for dues 
be omitted from the notice. 
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Notices that you expect to be read should contain only mat- 
ters of interest. 


VISITATIONS AND MEETINGS 


It has been my pleasure to represent this Grand Com- 
mandery at the Annual Conclaves of the Grand Commandery 
of Connecticut, held in Stamford, Connecticut, on May 6 and 
7; the Grand Commandery of Maine, held in Portland, Maine, 
on May 8 and 9; the Grand Commandery of Vermont, held in 
Newport, Vermont, on June 2 and 3; and the Grand Com- 
mandery of New Hampshire, held in Dover, New Hampshire, 
on September 30 and October 1. 


I was accompanied in each instance by Mrs. Rines, and the 
most cordial welcome, Knightly courtesies, and good fellow- 
ship have been extended to me on each occasion. The privilege 
of becoming better acquainted with these distinguished Temp- 
lars of our sister jurisdictions in New England is most appre- 
ciated, and I hope that our friendship will continue. 


Although our Templar year is just beginning, I have made 
Several visitations at Public Inspections, Ladies’ Nights and 
Receptions. In each instance my office was accorded full

I hope that their counsel will be available and accepted for 
many years to come.

Your Committee on Inspections and Tactics have held many 
meetings at which matters coming within their jurisdiction 
were considered, discussed and rulings made. , Ln 

Work on the revision of our tactics is proceeding as rapidly 
as possible, commensurate with the care and consideration 
that must be given to each change. While no major changes 
are now contemplated, every effort to clarify and simplify 
the floor work is being made. 
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We have sponsored three exemplifications of the Order of 
the Temple during the year as follows: 


Lowell March 30, 1940 
Roxbury October 24, 1940 
Northampton October 26, 1940 


These exemplifications were well attended, the attendance at 
Lowell being 366, at Roxbury, 211 and at Northampton, 168. 
As the constituent commanderies were divided geographically 
for the October meetings we feel that there is a very definite 
interest in these exemplifications.

We also wish to express our sincere thanks to Coeur de Lion, 
Pilgrim, J oseph Warren and Northampton Commanderies for 
the use of their equipment and asylums for the rehearsals and 
the exemplifications. 

The attendance at Inspections this past season totals some- 
what less than that of a year ago, but the proportion of mem- 
bership within the 40 mile limit remains the same. In com- 
paring the attendance of the various constituent commanderies 
with that of previous years it is surprising how little varia- 
tion has occurred in the past few years. Occasionally, however, 
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we find individual leadership producing an attendance consid- 
erably above the average of the Commandery noted, which 
leadership usually also produces a higher percentage of effi- 
ciency with a corresponding effect in the mark for the year. 

Much has been said regarding the inability of the larger 
Commanderies to get out the count. It appears, however, that 
the inability to get a satisfactory attendance is due largely to 
the units’ unwillingness to work, as was their custom a few 
years ago, for attendance. Results in some of the Comman- 
deries this past year prove it can be done with sufficient de- 
termination and effort. 

It was thought that the introduction again of the Full Form 
Opening might tend to lessen the number of 10 minus grad- 
ings, but the past season shows that the Commanderies as a 
whole included the Full Form Opening without sacrifice in 
their general efficiency. Fifteen Commanderies succeeded in 
attaining the highest mark, which was only one less than a 
year ago, while 19 attained 9 plus; 10 received 9 minus; / 
received 8 plus and only 1 received an 8 minus. f. 

While there is always some fluctuation in the number attain- 
ing the various gradings, yet we find again the general per- 
centage of efficiency exactly the same for the 52 Commanderies 
as it has been for several years; namely 90%. 

In recent years we have periodically requested a very care” 


ful checking of the membership in the various constituent 


Commanderies residing within the 40 mile radius. In fairness 
to all, this information should be again aecurately obtained 
before another marking season begins in order that proper 
attendance credits may be given. 4 

Greater effort should be made by Commanderies to increase 
the number of members in wniform at inspections, as the per- 
centage this past season was only 73% as compared to 817% 
in the previous year. ‘ 5 

It is with deep regret, that owing to the condition of his 
health, Em.’.Sir Hervey Mason relinquished his office as In- 
spector Instructor, after over a dozen years of efficient service 
in the Marking Department, five years as its head. His has 
been a service of great importance to Grand Commandery and 
to the work of its constituent Commanderies and much of the 
efficiency of the latter is due to the work of Em.’.Sir Mason 
and his able assistants, Em.’.Sirs Budreau, Knapp and Rob- 
inson. 

The Committee on Inspections and Tactics has assigned the 
inspection dates for the ensuing year and a copy has been 
placed in each of your hands with the notice of this annual 
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meeting. Effort was made to eliminate as many inspections as 
was possible from the month of February which was accom- 
plished by deferring many of them to May. It is our hope that 
by so doing increased attendance can be obtained. 


Another change effected has placed the responsibility for 
marking the various Commanderies in the hands of the Divi- 
sion Commanders and it is hoped that it will work out to the 
satisfaction of all concerned.
